During  the  school  j^ear  ending  June  30,  1926  we  had 
an  attendance  record  of  93  1-2  per  cent.  Uniess  there 
is  siome  epidemic  between  now  and  June  this  years  rec- 
ord will  be  even  better. 

The  Young  school  has  an  unusuail  i-ecord  for  the  first 
hal'f  year.  For  fourteen  weeks  there  was  not  a  case  of 
absence  or  tardiness.  I  think  we  shall  ihave  to  go  some 
distance  to  find  a  rural  school  which  can  equal  that  rec- 
ord. 

A  few  3^ears  ago  it  was  coaisidered  almost  impossible 
to  maintain  rural  schools  in  cold  weather,  and  30  weeks 
was  about  the  limit  for  a  school  year.  During  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1926  eleven  citie's  and  towns  in  New 
Hampshire  had  their  schools  actuallly  in  session  360  half 
days.     Amon'g  these  towns  we  find  Clarksville.
